AUCTIONEFR: 
AND PUBLIC 


WRITTEN AND ORAL 
. CONTRACTS 
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RELATIONS BETWEEN 
PRINCIPAL AND AGENT 
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N a lecture on ‘‘ The Contractual Relations 
of an Auctioneer with his Public,” which 
was delivered in the Gresham Hotel, 

Dublin, last right, under the auspices of the 
Irish Auctioneers and Estate Agents’ Asso- 
ciation, Mr. Roger Greene, law agent to the 
Association, said that the appointment of a 
person as an agent, as applied to auctioneers, 
was in reality a contract entered into be- 
tween the agent «and his principal, and it 
was upon this contract that the agency was 
based. 

A written contract spoke for itself, but 
where there was merely a verbal authority 
by the principal to the agent, that, if it was 
capable of being proved, was just as legal 
and binding as a written contract. It was 
very desirable that the appointment and 
extent of the authority should be in writing, 
outlining as completely as possible the nature 
of the appointment. 

[In the case of: verbal authority it would 
be wise for the agent to confirm by letter 
the nature and extent of his instructions, as 
very often either the auctioneer or his client 
might eventually become what Judge Davitt 
described as ‘‘a victim of the sligdhed habit 
of mixing friendship with business,’’ which, 
of necessity, was: so common in business 
transactions in this country, 


NOT LIABLE FOR FEES 


Very often, said Mr. Greene, persons with 
property for sale were approached by 
auctioneers with a request that they might 
put it on their books, sometimes giving as a 
reason that thev had a particular client who 
was very interested in this class of property. 
As they all knew, this was a common ruse 
for obtaining particulars. The owner of the 
property was very often unde: the impression 
that if a purchaser was obtained he would 
not be responsible for any fees, as he had 
not eoented an agency or contract between 
himself and the agent. .He was right in this, 
of course. 

On the other hand, many agents thought 

that if they brought along a purchaser for 
the house the vendor was automatically lable 
for their fees. This, of course, was not 
correct; and the acid test in recovering fees 
eventually boiled down to a question of con- 
tract—that was, whether the principal con- 
tracted with the agent to pav his fees in the 
event of a sale or letting. The contract, of 
course, should be either direct or implied. 
If the agent at the time of obtaining par- 
ticulars mentioned to the vendor that in the 
event of his obtaining a purchaser for the 
property the vendor would be liable for his 
fees, or intimated that he would expect to 
he paid for his trouble in the event of intro- 
ducing a purchaser, and if the owner of the 
property acquiesced, then, in the event of the 
property being disposed of as the result of 
the agent’s introduction, he would be entitled 
to his fees. 


ORAL CONTRACTS 


An oral contract was just as binding and 
as capable of being enforced as a written 
contract. The main difficulty about an oral 
contract was the difficulty of proving what 
actually were the terms of the contract, and 
what agreement had been come to between 
the parties. When the facts were, however, 
reduced to writing, 1t was not so easy to con 
tradict them, for the general rule was that 
oral evidence was not admissible to alter, add 
to, or vary a document. Thus, where a 
verbal contract had been arramred, a letter 
confirming the arrangements would be of great 
assistance in the case of a subsequent dispute.

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DECISION AT MEETING 


IN LONDON

A meeting of members of the Newspaper 
Society (representing over one thousand pro- 
vincial newspapers) at the Hotel Victoria, 
London, yesterday, presided over by its 
President, Mr. Harold G. Clarke, was 
addressed by Mr. Eric Bowater on the 
question of 1938 newsprint contracts. 

After discussion, the meeting adopted the 
following resolutions, proposed by Mr. John 
Scott, Chairman of the Paper Committee :— 

“That this meeting of members of the 
Newspaper Society who hold contracts with 
the Bowater-Lloyd firm for newsprint in 
1938 considers it to be in the best interest of 
all parties that contractors should make some 
concession to enable the manufacturers to 
carry on their contracts. 

“That any additional payment made in 
1938 contracts should be treated as an 
advance to meet exceptional costs rather 
than as an addition to the contract price.”’

ARRIVAL OF TEAMS

Of the Army jumping teams that will take 
part in the military competitions at the 
Horse Show next week, the officers and 
horses of the American and English teams 
have already ‘arrived in Dublin. The Dutch 
officers are expected on Friday, the Belgian 
and Swiss on Sunday, and the last to arrive 
will be the French team on Monday evening. 
The officers will officially become the guests 
of the Royal Dublin Society on Saturday, 
when they will take up residence in the 
houses which the Society provides for their 
accommodation. Apart from the Show itself, 
a very full and vaiied programme of enter- 
tainment is provided for the officers. 

Capitaine Durand, who is in charge of the 
French team, rose. to notice in France by 
reason of his many military racing victories. 
He is at present acting as Director of the 
Central Training School. The mare which 
he “tes. Olivettc. is well remembered in the 
“-umping pocket ’’ at Ballsbridge on account 
of her aversion to being mounted. 

Capitaine Bizard, another member of the 
French team, took part in the first Inter- 
national Military Contest held at Ballsbridge 
in 1926, and is a familiar figure at the Horse 
Show. He is universally Fnown in the show 
world as a brilliant horseman, and at 
Olympia this year he won the King George V. 
Trophy with a faultless round against a 
field of twenty-one competitors. 

The two remaining members of the team, 
Lieutenant des Roches and Lieutenant 
(Chevallier, are expert horsemen, who have 
won many laurels. They both entered the 
Central Training School together. 

With the exception of the mare Olivette. 
the Frenchmen have brought over a team of 
comparatively young horses, of which they 
entertain high hopes, and with which they 
hone to repeat their victory of four years 
ago, when they carried off the Aga Khan

The General Purposes Committee of the 
Corporation and the Acting City. Manager 
(Mr, Keane) at the moment were engaged in 
overhauling and considering regulations for 
the improvement of the Fire Brigade, There 
was, undoubtedly, a shortage of water, but 
that was a matter over which the members 
of the Brigade had not control, 


GOVERNMENT INSPECTION 


If the Fire Brigade on the occasion of the 
Pearse street blaze had been two or three 
minutes late in arriving at the scene of the 
fire three valuable lives might not have been 
lost, but the Brigade was not late nor slow 
to get to work, and no matter how much 
water might have been available it could not 
have saved those three men 

He held that there should be inspection 
of fire brigades by Government authorities. 

Mr. John J. Byrne, another member of the 
Corporation said: ‘‘ A serious situation has 
arisen from the findings and report, one of 
far-reaching importance, which calls for im- 
mediate and drastic action on the part of 
the Dublin Corporation. 


BAD WATER SUPPLY 


“Tt is a matter of common knowledge 
that the water supply of the city is grossly 
inadequate and that such inadequacy ‘has, 
inthe opinion of the Tribunal, been a con- 
tributory cause of loss of life at Pearse street. 
In addition, he Tribunal finds that if the 
discovery had been delayed another ten 
minutes the lives of a family of seven people 
would also have been sacrificed. 

“That is a condition of affairs which can. 
not be tolerated in a city of the importance 
of Dublin. The seriousness of the existing 
conditions is increased by the loss of life iu 
the comparatively recent fire at Parnell 
square, and the public in general were gravely 
perturbed by that séise in 

“H these findings are confirmed when the 
City Council meets, it seems inevitable that 
there must be a complete reorganisation of 
the Dublin Fire Brigade as it now exists. |] 
understand that there is a strong possibility 
of a strike by the Dublin Fire Brigade al- 
most immediately. I would suggest, in view 
of this very serious situation, that the Lord 
Mayor should take immediate steps to sum- 
mon a special meeting of the City Council 
to deal with this whole important ques- 
tion,”’ 


ACTING CITY MANAGER 

Mr. J. P. Keane, Acting City Manager, 
said :—‘‘ Since the 5th of October (the date of 
the tragedy) all fires which occurred in the 
city have been dealt with to the satisfaction 
of everybody concerned. fT[his experience 
should indicate that the arrangements for fire- 
fighting have, over that period, certainly 
been satisfactory. In addition to this, a 
very careful examination of every recom- 
mendation made by the Tribunal with a view 
to the..further improvement of the Fire 
Brigade will take place.’’ 

Asked if he thought that Dublin was 
capable of coping with the conlingentt. 
major conflagration, Alderman Tf, 
T.D., sard:—‘* We'd be fairly safe. 
wouldn't like to express over-confidence in 
the matter. I would like to confine myself 
to the water question. I wouldn’t go into the 
brigade aspect. The supply. has been aug- 
mented by the line of new pipes connecting 
Bohernabreena supply with Stillorgan reser- 
voir, but there is a great waste of water in 
the city. The Corporation should put on 
more inspectors to prevent this. It will be 
four years before the Poulaphouca scheme 
will be completed, and during that time every 
effort should be made to conserve existing 
water supplies. The citizens of Dublin should 
realise that a state of emergency exists as 
far as our water supply is concerned,” 

Mr. James Larkin, T.D., refuséd to make 
any comment on the matter. 

Mr. P. Belton stated that, as he had not 
read the Tribunal’s findings, he was not pre 
pared to make any statement.

DEPUTATION TO MR.

James Larkin and Mr. D. D. Healy, with 
Mr. J. P. Keane, City Manager. 

Control of the aerodrome was discussed, 
the Corporation claiming certain powers, but 
ultimately the Minister intimated that the 
matter would come up again when the agree- 
ments which were now being prepared were 
ready. 

Members of the deputation stated subse- 
quently that they were quite satisfied on 
this point. Mes 

The contribution of the Corporation to the 
cost of the aerodrome is 385 per cent.. the 
County Council giving 114 per cent., and the 
Government the balance. 

Mr. TLemass was not disposed to make any 
concessions in the matter of the wages paid 
at the aerodrome, which, he said, were Board 
of Works rates, and were more than the rates 
for agricultural work. in the district. The 
work done there was really agricultural work. 
Right hundred and fifteen persons were em- 
ployed, in addition to a couple of hundred 
employed by the contractors.

As they are presented in the annual 
reports of the Free State Department 
of Local Government and Public Health, 
the responsibilities of local authorities 
iall into five main categories—namely, 
(1) Finance and General Administration ; 
') Publhe Health; (3) Public Assist- 
ance; (4) Housing, and (5) Roads. Each 
of these branches constitutes what may 
be described as a sub-department, under 
he control of a principal administrative 
oficer and staff; but all are subject to the 
co-ordinating authority of the Depart- 
ments Secretariat. The frst-mentioned 
branch—Finance—discharges a wide 
range of general supervisory duties, 
which include control of local taxation, 
approval of loans, issue of State grants, 
conduct of audits, administration of old 
age pensions, and the supervision of a 
variety of local and national affairs, such 
as the organisation of elections, private 
bill promotion, fairs and markets, certain 
branches of asterial drainage, and—some- 
hat strangely—operations under the 
town and Regional Planning Act! 


MEDICAL AND 
ENGINEERING 


Subject to the co-ordinating authority 
f the Secretariat and the Finance 
bra certain groups of specific duties 
fall to the other four sub-departments 
named above. In order to avoid con- 
fusion, it will now be convenient to group 
the respective functions of these four sub- 
departments under two main headings— 
Public Health and Public 
Assistance as “ ameliorative’’ services, 
and applying the description “' recon- 
siructive’’ to housing and road-making 
activities. In order to justify such 
ceneral designations it is only necessary, 
this stage, to point out that expert 
medical knowledge is of primary import- 
ance in Public Health and Public Assist- 
ance administration, while housmg and 
road activities call more especially for the 
expert services of the engineer and 
architect. Though by no means precise, 
some such line of demarcation between 
quite diferent groups of functions must 
be drawn, if only for the reason that 
quite different areas and types of local 
organisation may best be adapted respec- 
tively to the administration of intimately 
social and. relief services, which call 
especially for frequent personal contacts, 
and to a quite different grouping of 
functions in which the impersonal outlook 
of the engineer and planner of public 
works is the indispensable factor. While 
problems like home assistance or the dis- 
pensation of medical charities may find 
their best solution within the narrow 
limits of small town or rural com- 
munities,, it is inconceivable that the out- 
look of the designer of road transport 
facilities or public water supplies could 
usefully be confined by correspondingly 
restricted geographical boundaries. 

Yet it is just as impossible to overlook 
certain secondary parts which the 
engineer and architect are called on to 
play in the administration of ameliora- 
tive services—e.g. in the planning and 
maintenance of hospitals and other public 
relief institutions—as it is to draw a hard 
and fast boundary line between the parts 
which the medical and engineering pro- 
fessions must play in originating and 
planning schemes which fall into the wide 
category of “ reconstructive ’* — or 
engineering—operations. 


DISPENSARY AND HEALTH 
OFFICERS 


In order to measure the extent to which 
co-operation between the medical and 
engineering professions is essential both 
io ameliorative and reconstructive 
activities, some reference must now be 
made to the public duties which fall more 
particularly to public health officers and 
medical practitioners. Such references to 
i very thorny and intricate aspect of ad- 
ministration must, however, only be of a 
very general and somewhat speculative 
nature. Broadly stated, the functions of 
the medical officer can be grouped into 
two main categories, one of which calls 
for the services of about 700 dispensary 
doctors, who are at liberty to undertake 
private practice, and the other for some 
forty city and county medical officers of 
health and their professional assistants, 
who, as whole-time public officials, are re- 
sponsible for the general supervision of 
certain public health services—such as 
housing accommodation, sanitation, food 
and veterinary inspection, and the health 
of school children—within large areas, 
which usually correspond with county 
boundaries. ‘ 

Though both of these groups of officials 
are employed by, and are responsible to, 
county boards of health (or, in & few 
“to other local authorities), thoir 
relationships to each other and to sos 
Pubhe Health Branch of the Loca 
Government Department would appear to 
he extremely complicated and dificult to 
define. It is, however, a matter of eer 
mon knowledge that the para paren tae, 
recent use of the powers of county counc

to appoint county medical officers marked 
a stage of transition from which further 
radical changes in the organisation of 
public health, dispensary, hospital and 
other relief services are likely to result. 


PUBLIC HEALTH AND 


POOR LAW 


Another element of outstanding import- 
ance in recent readjustments of cid 
authority relationships led to the prae- 
tical amalgamation of Public Health and 
Public Assistance services, which were 
formerly under the separate jurisdictions 
of local councils and of boards of 
guardians. Such an association of dis- 
pensary with poor law. services—under 
the single control of “ County Boards of 
Health and Public Assistance ’’—repre- 
sents a long step (not yet taken in all 
counties) towards the complete unification 
of groups of ameliorative activities, 
which were previously disjointed, out-of- 
step, and frequently in competition with 
each other. When such transitions: from 
unified management of 
ameliorative services are complete the way 
shouldbe open to the establishment of 
new, more logical, and incomparably 
more fruitful relationships between the 
Department, boards of health, medical 
oficers of health, dispensary doctors, 
county homes, mental hospitals and relief 
agencies generally. When that point 
arrives the next obvious steps would seem 
to be amalgamation of the Department's 
EA separate branches oí Public 

ealth and Public Assistance control, and 
a radical review of their corresponding 
local organisations and territories. 


ENGINEERING AND 
| ARCHITECTURE 


For analogous but much more obvious 
reasons, the amalgamation of the Depart- 
ment’s branches which are now separately 
responsible for housing and roads ad- 
ministration should disappear and be re- 
placed by a single headquarters organisa- 
tion to be responsible for the supervision 
of planning, roadmaking, housing, 
drainage, water supplies, hospital con- 
struction, and many other interlocking 
works of public utility which may call 
especially for engineering and architec- 
tural superv'sion. The vital need for 
such a central and comprehensive 
‘““ reconstructive ” organism can only be 
grasped if some measure is taken of the 
waste and inefficiency which are insepar- 
able from the maintenance of separate 
engineering and architectural staffs by 
several scores of small local authorities; 
technical staffs whose members are ex- 
pected to be experts in the technicalities 
of public health legislation, of town- 
planning, of the latest developments in 
engineering science, of modern architec- 
tural practice, of chemical formule, and 
of a whole variety of operations in which 
specialists’ training may now be regarded 
as indispensable ! 


LACK OF SPECIAL TRAINING 


If for no other reason than the need 
for specialised knowledge, the case for 
the amalgamation of such local staffs of 
technicians would teem to be overwhelm 
ing. By means of redistributing expert 
duties, officiais, who are now condemned 
to be “ jacks-of-all-trades,’’ could be set 
free to become reasonably expert in par- 
ticular branches of engineering and archi- 
tectural activities. From the collective 
results of such specialised wrth 
degrees of efficiency would become possible 
in large organisations which are quite in- 
conceivable under present conditions. 

Few informed observers will be inclined 
to dispute the need for, or the advan- 
tages of, some such redistributions and 
areas and functions. Many may be found 
to question its practicability, and agree- 
ment is not to be expected as to methods 
and details. One group of critics may 
resist any plans which fail to recognise 
sacrosanct county council boundaries, and 
other groups may vigorously oppose any 
interference with “ parish-pump”’ patron- 
age. In the face of such probabilities is 
it wise to pass from general principles to 
positive plans? Risks lie in both direc- 
tions, but, on balance, the probability 
seems to be that useful discussion is more 
likely to pivot on more or less positive 
proposals than upon vague enunciations 
of principle. For that reason certain 
skeleton proposals will be advanced in 
another and final article of this serics.

licensed auctioneer for close on fifty years, 
being formerly associated with the firm of 
Messrs. BR. J. McConnell and Company. 
In later years Sir Thomas's interests have 
been mainly centred in the firm of Messrs. 
John Robson, Ltd., and he has been 
actively concerned in the development of 
the live stock trade of Northern Ireland. 

Born at “ Clogher,’’ Lisburn, in 1868, 
he is the youngest son of the late Mr, 
Joseph McConnell, of Clogher, County 
Antrim, and is an old boy of Royal 
Belfast Academical Institute.

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N view of the many guestions which have 
beer’ addressed to individual employers, 


‘their employés, as to the present position 
of the bui ng strike in Dublin, the Saorstat 
Federation of Building Trades’ Employers 
wish to isspe the following summary :— 

In December last year demands for an 
increase in wages of Ils. per week were 
served on the Dublin Master Builders’ 
Association, whiéh is a branch of the Federa- 


‘tion, by. a trades unions, known as 


“The BuildingT'redes’ Group.” Demands 
were also made for a reduction of working 
hours from 44 to 40; a reduction of the 
present agreed free area. inside which no 
travelling time is payable; an increased 
country lodging allowance from 3s. 6d. to 

-6d: per day; 25 per cent. increased pay 
for shift work ; a” age | 10 per cent. 
extra pay on any building over 50 feet high and 
20 per cent. increase for over 100 feet; 
approximately 100 per cent. increase in pay 
for apprentices, and, finally, a guaranteed 
working day. 


OTHER POINTS 


Further points raised were tool money for 
carpenters’ apprentices, payment of wages on 
Friday, machinery for the prevention of 
demarcation . disputes, and the preparation 
of agreements for registration. 

_ The application for registration would 
involve many other bodies of employers, 
and, consequently, a -combined council 
was formed from these bodies, The 
first joint conference with the Group 
was held on 25th January this year. 
Many further conferences proved unsuccessful, 
and at a conference held under the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce on March 3ist 
an offer of an immediate ld, per hour increase 
was made, in order to avert the stoppage 
and to allow negotiations to proceed in an 
atmosphere of peace. This was agreed to by 
the majority of the unions, but two refused, 
and all, { srefore, went out on strike. 


OFTER MADE IN JUNE 


The Feferation think it as well to detail 
more fully the offer made under the auspices 
of the Ministry of Industry and Commerce on 
28th June, and published on the 30th of the 
same month :— 

Wages—An immediate increase in the 
hourly rates amounting to 3s. 8d. per week, 
and a further ls. 10d. per week on the 3lst 
December, 19357, bringing the earnings for a 
44-hour week at that date up to :— 
givuepentorts £4 ós. Od.; bricklayers, £4 4s. 


Plasterers, slaters and tilers, stonemasons, 
£A 2s. 6d, 
Pdinters, £4 Os, 8d. ; glaziers, £3 18s. 10d. 
Plumbers, who at present get £4 1s. 7d., 
have not been offered an increase. 
Labourers in the City of Dublin and the 
Borough of Dun Laoghaire will be raised by 
the same steps from £2 15s, to £3 Os. 6d., and 
in ‘*semi-rural’’ and “rural ” areas wages 
will be adjusted accordingly. 
Hours—The present working 
remain unchanged, 
A boundary for the calculation of the 
travelling allowance of three and three-quarter 
miles radius from the G.P.O., 
building site, whichever is more practicable 
for registration. 
Kither of these would be less than the size 
of the existing city boundary, but the 
adoption of this area would tend to make 
all work within the city cost the same for 
labour. Furthermore, all workers resident in 
the agreed area will get equal advantages, 
Country lodging money is increased from 
ós, 6d, to 4s, per day. 
Men employed on continuous shift work on 
building contracts will get 25 per cent. in- 
crease over their new basic rates. Men em- 
ployed in the construction of tower's, chim- 
neys, or other similar detached structures, 
when working above 50 feet, to get 5s. 6d. 
per week extra, and lls, if above 100 feet, 
Apprentices to all trades will be on a 
uniform rate of wages, which is approximately 
an increase of 50 per cent. over those 
existing, together with a Joint Council to 
supervise their training and future enrolment. 


BAD WEATHER 

The payment for loss of time owing to in- 
clement weather, although not practicable in 
‘the form suggested, is felt to be worthy of 
deep consideration. It affects, however, so 
many other industries, and requires so much 
detailed preparation, that only a scheme 
jointly prepared with the aid of the State can 
solve it. The Government is asked to make 
the necessary investigation, and introduce 
legislation as soon as possible. 

Demarcation questions [being disputes 
between groups of skilled workers) must be 
referred in future to a Dublin Area Joint 
Council, on which all parties are represented, 
and solved by them,

unable to obtain reimbursement under the 
terms of his contract.

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HOUSING SUBSIDIES 
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TO THE EPITOR OF TIE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The honorary secretary of the Asso- 
ciation of Municipal Authorities — Mr. 
MacCathmhaoil—in your issue of last Tues- 
day, says that two rather serious errors were 
made in the course of the article entitled 
“Slum Cledrance and Housing,” which 
appeared in your columns on the 16th instant. 
According to three different newspaper 
reports of the association’s meeting on the 
15th instant. the Minister for Local Govern- 
mient said that “he had made representations 
to the Minister for Finance to increase the 
housing subsidy from £300 to £350.”’ 
The same Press reports recorded the 
unanimons resolution which informed the 
Minister that; ‘‘ The executive council of this 
association is not satisfied that £350 is 
sufficient ... . and that the limit should be 
increased to £450 in the Dublin building 
area.” 
It was on the basis of such—apparentiy 
authorised—reports that the comments to 
which Mr. MacCathmhaoil now takes excen- 
tion were based. — The passages írom the 
article in guestion were to the effect that: 
“The Minister for Local Government had 
decided, subject to the approval of the 
Minister for Finance, to make substantia! 
additions to the amounts now paid to local 
authorities as free grants towards the liquida. 
tion of capital charges for housing schemes ”’ ; 
and that the Municipal Authorities: Associa- 
tion ' Committee decided that the addition 
was but one-third of the amount 
would be necessary. . ...”"
